I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  First  Annual 
Eeport  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  your  district  for 
the  year  1912.

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  202, 
or  9 less  than  the  previous  year;  the  birth-rate  was  21-7  per 
1,000  population,  as  against  22'7  in  1911 ; the  average  birth- 
rate for  the  previous  five  years  being  23'3.

The  male  births,  as  usual,  are  in  excess  of  the  female  births. 
Barton  Moss  has  the  highest  birth-rate  of  any  township  in  your 
district. 

To  the  total  of  200  births,  as  shewn  in  the  preceding  table, 
two  must  be  added.  The.se  births  have  been  transferred  to  your 
district  by  the  Eegistrar  General,  making  a total  of  202  births 
and  a birth-rate  of  21-7.  Four  illegitimate  births  were 
registered  during  the  year. 


DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  112, 
or  16  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  death-rate  for  the 
year  was  11’9  per  thousand  living,  as  compared  with  13’8  in 
1911.  Included  in  the  deaths  are  21  which  liave  been 
transferred  ; these  are  deaths  of  residents  not  registered  in  the 
district.  Out  of  the  112  deaths,  51  occurred  in  persons  of  65 
years  of  age  and  upwards  ; the  principal  causes  of  death  in  this 
number  being  senile  decay  and  cerebral  hajmorrhage. 
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The  following  Table  shows  the  sex  of  the  persons  dying, 
and  the  death-rates  in  the  different  localities  of  the  district : —

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Only  six  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  were 
registei’ed,  giving  a death-rate  of  29’7  per  1,000  births,  as 
compared  witli  94  in  1911.  The  figure  for  the  past  year  is  very 
satisfactory,  and  is  the  lowest  that  has  occurred  in  your  district. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  from  all 
causes : the  seven  principal  infectious  diseases,  viz.,  small-pox, 
measles,  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria  and 
membranous  croup,  and  diarrhoea ; from  plithisis  and  from 
respiratory  diseases : —

Kespiratory  diseases,  comprising  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  and 
pleurisy  accounted  for  20  deaths,  against  18  in  1911,  20  in  1910, 
22  in  1909,  and  18  in  1908.  The  number  of  deaths  from  these 
causes  cannot  be  said  to  be  higli  considering  the  treacherous 
weather  we  experienced  during  the  year. 

Phthisis  accounted  for  6 deaths,  showing  a death-rate  of  '6, 
the  same  as  in  1911,  '4  in  1910,  "5  in  1909,  and  '4  in  1908. 

Tliere  were  no  deaths  from  diarrhoea,  as  against  12  in  1911 
and  3 in  1910. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  are 
shewn  in  Table  III.  No  deaths  have  occurred  from  the 
notifiable  infectious  diseases  (other  than  phthisis)  in  the  district. 

Forty-four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  against  45 
in  1911,  115  in  1910,  89  in  1909,  and  42  in  1908. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

Only  one  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  and  occurred  in 
Clifton.  This  case  had  nursed  a brother  suffering  from  the 
same  disease  in  an  adjoining  district,  and  was  without  doubt 
the  source  of  infection. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  notifications  was  32,  against 
22  in  1911,  84  in  1910,  66  in  1909,  and  19  in  1908. 

Twenty-four  of  these  occurred  in  Flixton,  4 in  Davyhulme, 
and  4 in  Clifton. 

Many  of  the  cases  were  of  a very  mild  nature,  and  several 
were  contracted  outside  the  district,  and  occurred  in  children 
attending  schools  in  other  districts  where  the  disease  was 
prevalent. 
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Diphtheria. 

Seven  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  against  10  in  1911, 
24  in  1910,  9 in  1909,  and  7 in  1908.  One  case  occurred  in 
Flixton,  3 in  Davyhuhne,  and  3 in  Clifton.  The  source  of 
origin  in  these  cases  could  not  be  definitely  traced. 

SMALL-POX. 

No  case  has  occurred.  We  have  a contract  with  the 
Salford  Corporation  for  removal  to  their  hospital  of  any  case 
which  might  arise. 

CEPEBRO-SPINAL  FEVER  AND  ACUTE 
POLIOMYELITIS. 

The  above  diseases  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  those 
compulsory  notifiable  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but  no 
cases  have  been  notified. 

CASES  REMOVED  TO  HOSPITAL. 

Fifteen  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  removed  to  hospital 
and  all  recovered.  Twelve  Scarlet  Fever,  two  Diphtheria,  and 
one  Enteric  Fever. 

METHOD  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE. 

Each  case  notified  is  visited  at  once ; isolation  is  enjoined, 
either  at  home  or  by  removal  to  Ladywell  Sanatorium, 
and  all  children  from  the  infected  home  are  prevented 
from  attending  school  until  such  time  that  a certificate 
of  freedom  of  the  house  from  infection  is  issued  to  the 
Schoolmaster. 

Disinfection  of  wearing  apparel,  discharges,  drains,  and 
privies  is  carried  out ; and  at  the  termination  of  the  illness 
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the  room  and  its  contents  are  thoroughly  fumigated  with 
formaldehyde  gas,  such  articles  as  require  it  being  submitted 
to  Lyon’s  superheated  steam  disinfector,  or  destroyed  and 
compensation  granted. 

Disinfectants,  free  of  cost,  are  provided  in  each  township. 
Careful  inspection  of  the  premises  is  always  carried  out,  and 
defects,  temporal  or  structural,  are  rectified. 

A precautionary  notice  and  a list  of  suggestions  for 
preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases  is  delivered  at  the 
house  when  the  case  is  visited. 

All  houses  where  cases  are  isolated  at  home  are  frequently 
visited  until  the  termination  of  the  illness. 

If  there  is  suspicion  that  an  unrecognised  case  is  attending 
a school,  the  school  is  visited  and  the  scholars  examined.  This  ' 
has  not  been  necessary  during  the  past  year. 

DIPHTHEEIA  ANTITOXIN  ORDER,  1910. 

Arrangement  was  made  for  the  supply  of  Antitoxin  in 
the  different  parts  of  the  district,  free  of  cost,  for  use  of  those 
patients  who  are  too  poor  to  pay  for  it. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Tuberculosis)  REGULATIONS, 

1908-1911. 

Twenty  cases  of  Tuberculosis  httve  occurred  during  the  year, 
and  were  notified  as  follows : —

When  a case  comes  under  notice,  numerous  visits  are  made 
from  time  to  time,  and  a card  of  instructions  as  to  the  best  way 
of  counteracting  tlie  disease  is  left  at  the  house.  Disinfectants 
are  supplied  free. 
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No  arrangement  exists  with  any  special  Sanatorium  for  tlie 
receipt  of  cases  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  accommodation  in  the  Union  Workhouse  for  the  receipt 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  30  beds  in  1 ward  for  males  only. 
No  special  accommodation  exists  for  females. 

Suspicious  cases  are  placed  in  side  wards  for  observation. 

SCHOOL  CLOSUEE. 

School  closure  has  not  been  necessary  during  the  year. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDEEN. 

This  work  is  undertaken  by  the  Lancashire  County  Educa- 
tion Authority. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

In  company  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  I have  visited  all 
the  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  district,  and,  as  stated  in  the 
previous  year’s  report,  many  of  these  are  in  an  unsatisfactory 
condition.  Some  are  deficient  in  light  or  ventilation,  and  a few 
are  devoid  of  both  these  requirements.  The  more  modern  regu- 
lations under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops’  order,  which 
came  into  operation  on  January  1st,  1913,  will  greatly  assist  in 
placing  these  buildings  in  a more  sanitary  state,  and  a thorough 
investigation  of  the  condition  of  the  cowsheds  in  the  district  is 
receiving  attention  by  your  Inspector  and  myself,  with  a view 
to  enforcing  the  necessary  alterations. 

No  action  has  been  taken  by  my  Council  or  any  other 
Authority,  acting  under  special  powers,  in  causing  dairy  cows 
in  the  district  to  be  examined  by  veterinary  surgeons. 

WATEE  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  district,  except  a few  scattered  dwellings,  is 
supplied  by  town’s  water,  partly  by  Manchester,  and  partly  by 
Bolton. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  more  densely-populated  parts  of  the  Township  of 
Davyhulrae  are  provided  with  main  sewers. 

No.  2 Scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  southern  portion  of 
the  district  is  under  consideration,  and  it  is  necessary  that  this 
scheme  should  be  carried  out  with  all  possible  speed,  so’  that  the 
.sewage  from  Chapel  Place,  etc.,  can  be  efficiently  dealt  with, 
and  the  area  put  in  a more  sanitary  condition. 

Flixton — the  sewage  from  this  township  is  treated  at 
the  works  provided  jointly  with  the  Urmston  Urban  District 
Council. 

The  Clifton  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Clough  Sewage  Works 
and  the  United  Brook  Sewage  Works,  and  from  the  present 
quality  of  sewage  delivered  at  the  Clough  Sewage  Works,  good 
effluents  are  obtained. 

EXCREMENT  DISPOSAL. 

In  the  Rural  District  there  are  630  privy  middens,  1,120 
water  closets,  100  pail  closets,  and  6 waste  water  closets. 

During  the  year,  75  privies  and  10  pail  closets  have  been 
converted  to  water  closets,  and  5 privies  converted  to  pail  closets. 

REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

The  work  in  Clifton  and  Davyhulme  is  let  by  contract.  All 
bins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly,  and  the  ashpits  and 
privy  middens  at  least  four  times  a year. 

In  Flixton,  the  Council  only  contract  for  team  labour,  the 
ashpits,  etc.,  are  emptied  by  men  directly  employed  by  the 
Council.  In  this  township  there  is  also  a weekly  collection  of 
bins  and  pails,  whilst  the  ashpits  are  emptied  not  less  than  five 
times  a year. 
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The  privy  middens  are  now  emptied  during  the  night  time 
in  Flixton  and  in  a portion  of  Davyhulme. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Refuse  Tips  and  at  Farms. 

In  Barton  Moss,  where  the  occupiers  are  mostly  farmers, 
the  work  is  undertaken  by  tliemselves. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

One  additional  works  has  been  erected  in  Trafford  Park 
under  Section  112  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  Slaughter-houses  have  been  duly  inspected  and  found 
satisfactory. 

Although  only  five  in  number,  the  Slaughter-houses  are  so 
scattered  that  it  is  impossible  to  carry  out  a thorough  inspection 
of  the  meat  or  carcases  before  the  organs  are  removed.  They 
are  visited  as  often  as  possible  at  the  times  of  slaughtering. 

No  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  were  found  to  be  tuber- 
culous or  otherwise  diseased.

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The  general  character  of  defects  found  to  exist  were  damp 
walls,  insufficient  and  defective  ventilation. 

Notices  were  served  under  Section  15  of  the  Act  of  1909, 
representing  14  houses.  A number  of  these  have  been  complied 
with,  and  the  remainder  are  receiving  attention. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT.

All  were  certified  by  the  Analyist  as  genuine. 

These  samples  were  purchased  by  the  County  Police. 

Although  this  number  shows  an  increase  on  previous  years, 
I am  of  the  opinion  that  too  few  samples  are  taken,  more 
especially  in  regard  to  the  milk  supply  of  tlie  district.  I should 
like  to  see  more  time  spent  in  the  work  under  these  Acts,  and 
would  suggest  that  more  samples  of  milk  be  obtained,  considering 
that  the  character  of  the  district  is  largely  agricultural. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  workshops  and  workplaces 
has  not  called  for  any  special  action. 

Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
1890,  is  in  force  in  the  district,  the  standard  for  females  being 
1 to  20  employed ; and  for  males,  1 to  30  employed. 

There  are  no  cases  of  overcrowding,  many  of  the  places  on  the 
register  being  of  recent  construction  and  satisfactory  in  condition. 
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No  case  of  infectious  disease  has  arisen  in  connection  with 
any  of  the  places  on  the  register. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  visits  of  inspection  were  made 
during  the  year  to  factories  and  workshops. 

Two  breaches  of  sanitary  requirements  for  bakehouses  came 
under  notice,  and  were  remedied. 

Only  one  of  the  bake-houses  in  the  district  is  underground, 
and  it  is  in  order.

The  following  works  upon  highways  have  been  carried  out 
during  1912: — 


Church  Koad  (Part  of  Secondary 'Road,  No.  350). 

A length  of  400  lineal  yards  of  roadway,  from  Chassen 
Road  cowards  Flixton  Church,  has  been  coated  with  macadam  and 
steam  rolled,  at  a cost  of  £97  17s.  Od. 

The  approach  to  Flixton  Church  has  been  paved  with 
Groby  granite  random  setts,  grouted  witli  pitch,  at  a cost  of 
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£88  4s  towards  which  Messrs.  Groves  & Whitnall,  the 
owners  of  the  Church  Inn,  have  paid  a contribution  of  £30. 

The  repairs  to  macadam  over  the  sewers  constructed  in  this 
road  and  Carrington  Koad  have  been  executed,  and  the  cost,  £171, 
charged  to  the  Uriuston  and  Flixton  Joint  Drainage  Committee. 


Flixton  ItOAU  (Secondary  Itoad,  No.  352). 

A length  of  300  yards  of  the  roadway,  from  the  IJrmston 
boundary  towards  Flixton,  has  been  coated  with  macadam  and 
steam  rolled,  at  a cost  of  £72  11s.  Od. 

Between  Brook  Road  and  the  Smithy  eight  crossings  have 
been  paved  with  cube  and  grit  setts,  and  the  back  of  concrete 
flagging,  made  out  with  limestone  asphalte,  at  a cost  of 
£20  10s.  Od. 

The  concrete  flagging  of  the  path  on  north  side  of  Flixton 
Road,  from  Brook  Road  to  the  Smithy,  has  been  completed  by 
Mr.  Jno.  McRae,  at  a cost  of  £113  8s.  3d. 

Moorside  Road  (Other  Roads). 

The  channels  from  Woodsend  Road  to  the  Davyhulme 
boundary  have  been  repaired,  and  the  roadway  coated  with 
macadam  and  steam  rolled,  at  a cost  of  £120  16s.  Od. 

A length  of  550  yards  of  roadway  in  Davyhulme,  towards 
Brook  Road,  has  been  coated  with  macadam  and  steam  rolled ; 
one-third  the  cost  of  which,  £58  8s.  Od.,  is  your  proportion. 

Woodsend  Road  (Part  of  Secondary  Road,  No.  351). 

In  this  road  800  lineal  yards  of  new,  12in.  by  7in.,  kerb 
has  been  laid  on  both  sides  of  the  road,  and  about  500  yards  of 
channel,  18in.  wide,  have  been  paved. 

This  w’ork  was  decided  upon  at  your  meeting  in  May  last, 
when  an  offer  by  the  County  Highways  Committee  to  make  a 
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grant  of  £270  towards  the  total  estimated  cost  of  £820,  was 
accepted. 

The  work  is  expected  to  be  completed  early  in  the  next 
financial  year. 


Pkivate  Street  Works. 

The  costs  of  the  Private  Street  Works,  executed  during 
1911,  have  been  apportioned  upon  the  frontages,  and  the 
majority  of  the  owners  have  paid  their  accounts. 

One  objection  to  the  apportionment  of  the  costs  in  Albert 
Grove  has  been  made  by  Mr.  W.  H.  M.  Ward,  an  owner  in  that 
road,  and  the  Local  Government  Board  has  expressed  its  intention 
to  hold  an  Inquiry  into  this  objection  at  an  early  date.

The  following  works  have  been  carried  out  on  the  highways 
during  the  past  year  : — 

Davyhulme  Eoad  (Part  of  Secondary  Road,  No.  351). 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  lineal  yards  of  9 inch  diameter 
surface  Water  Sewer,  with  branch  drains  and  trapped  gullies, 
have  been  laid  from  the  Old  Lodge  to  the  entrance  to  Davyhulme 
House,  at  a cost  of  £59  IBs.  Od. 

From  the  Old  Lodge  to  Bent  Lanes,  a length  of  700  yards 
of  roadway,  has  been  coated  with  macadam  and  steam  rolled,  at 
a cost  of  £194  4s.  Od 

Crofts  Bank  Road  (Part  of  Secondary  Road,  No.  351). 

A length  of  250  yards  of  sett  channel,  18  inches  wide, 
has  been  paved,  and  400  lineal  yards  of  the  roadway  have 
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been  coated  with  )nacadain  and  steam  rolled,  at  a cost  of 
£142  13s.  8d. 


Moorside  Koad  (Other  Koads). 

In  this  road  550  lineal  yards,  from  the  Flixton  boundary 
towards  Brook  Koad,  have  been  covered  with  macadam  and 
steam  rolled,  Davyhulme’s  share,  two-thirds,  being  £116  8s.  Od. 

The  repairs  due  to  the  recent  sewering  operations  have 
almost  completely  been  made  good.  Some  parts  of  Moorside 
Koad,  from  Gilbody’s  Barn  to  the  White  House,  yet  remaining 
to  be  made  good  by  the  contractors. 

Uavyhulme  Main  Drainage. 

The  Contractors,  Messrs.  W.  Snape  & Sons,  completed  the 
laying  of  tlie  Sewers  at  the  end  of  January,  1912,  and  then 
proceeded  to  make  good  certain  defects  in  the  Manholes  and 
Sewers,  which  were  in  hand  to  the  end  of  February  or  beginning 
of  March,  and  also  have  attended  intermittently  to  the  making 
good  of  other  minor  defects  which  have  appeared  from  time  to 
time. 

The  Manchester  Corporation  Kivers  Committee  have 
objected  to  the  slight  infiltration  of  subsoil  matter  into  the 
sewers,  which  has  varied  from  19,340  to  8,812  gallons  per 
twenty-four  hours,  the  average  being  14,076,  including  sewage 
from  properties  which  have  been  from  time  to  time  connected 
to  the  sewers. 

This  matter  of  subsoil  water  is  still  the  subject  of  discussion 
between  the  Parochial  Committee  and  the  Manchester  Cor- 
poration Kivers  Committee,  but  it  is  hoped  that  a settlement 
of  the  question  will  shortly  be  arrived  at. 

The  Ejector  Pumping  Plant  has  been  completed  at  point  E 
within  the  Davyhulme  Sewage  Works,  and  the  pumping  and 
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treatment  of  the  sewage  can  be  commenced  when  the  above 
matter  is  settled. 

No.  2 Schemp:.— Davyiiulme  Main  Drainage. 

At  your  February  and  March  meetings  I reported  on  the 
sewers  necessary  for  the  drainage  of  Eedclyffe  Road  and  Chapel 
Place,  and  submitted  estimates  amounting  to  £2,546  9s.  3d.  for 
these. 

Negotiations  are  also  proceeding  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
De  Traftbrd  Estates  for  the  land  necessary  to  widen  Eedclyffe 
Eoad  to  14  yards,  for  which  a total  area  will  be  required  from 
them  of  5,505  superficial  yards. 

An  agreement  for  the  taking  of  land  for  the  widening  of 
Davyhulme  Eoad,  near  the  end  of  Primrose  Avenue,  has  been 
concluded  witli  Mr.  Eobt.  Bennett,  the  land  taken  having  an 
area  of  204  super  yards,  and  the  cost  was  £40  16s.  Od.,  with 
an  allowonce  of  Is.  6d.  per  lineal  yard  for  setting  back  the 
fence,  £7  4s.  Od.,  the  total  cost  being  £48  Os.  Od. 

An  agreement  is  also  pending  for  the  taking  of  780  super- 
ficial yards  of  land  in  Cornhill  Road  for  the  widening  of  that 
road,  near  Mr.  Smith’s  new  house. 

Your  Committee  is  also  contemplating  the  erection  of  New 
Stores,  Office,  Mortuary,  and  Cart  Sheds  adjoining  the  present 
depot  at  Crofts  Bank,  and  land  for  the  purpose  is  being  obtained 
from  the  De  Trafford  Trustees  on  lease  for  twenty  years.

The  work  has  been  carried  out  on  much  the  same  lines  as 
in  previous  years,  and  I am  pleased  to  say  it  ^ has  not  been 
necessary  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings  in  any  of  the  various 
matters  dealt  with.

CLIFTON. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  in  this  part 
of  your  district  is  carried  out  under  contract,  and  the  work 
continues  to  be  done  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

The  dustbins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly,  and  the 
privies  and  ashpits  at  least  four  times  a year:  18  water  closets 
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liave  been  substituted  for  privies  or  pail  closets,  ami  38  privies 
have  been  repaired  or  reconstructed. 

DAVYHULME. 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  in  this  district 
is  also  carried  out  under  contract,  and  in  a satisfactory  manner  ; 
very  few  complaints  have  been  received  in  connection  therewith. 

The  dustbins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly,  and  the 
privies  and  ashpits  not  less  than  four  times  a year;  10  water 
closets  and  20  dustbins  have  been  substituted  for  privies  and 
middens,  and  3 additional  water  closets  have  been  provided 
during  the  year.  The  weekly  collection  of  bins  is  increasing, 
and  the  additional  works  erectetl  in  Trafford  Park  has  greatly 
increased  the  weekly  emptying  of  pail  closets  in  this  portion  of 
the  district.  A proper  system  of  drainage  connected  with  the 
new  sewers  has  been  provided  for  61  houses.  There  are  still  a 
large  number  of  house  drains  discharging  into  cesspools,  but  the 
work  of  re-draining  and  connecting  with  the  sewer  is  proceeding 
at  a fair  rate,  and  I venture  to  say  that  before  very  long  the 
whole  of  the  property  in  the  sewered  portion  of  the  district  will 
be  provided  with  a good  system  of  diainage. 

The  water  test  is  now  applied  to  all  new  drains. 

An  additional  works  has  been  erected  in  Trafford  Park 
under  Section  112  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.  There  are 
now  three  works  in  the  district  which  come  under  this  section. 
No  complaints  have  been  received  in  connection  with  any  of 
these  works  during  the  year. 

FLIXTON. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  in  this 
Townsliip  is  carried  out  under  contract  for  Team  Labour,  the 
manual  work  being  done  by  men  directly  employed  by  the 
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Council.  The  dustbins,  privies  and  ashpits  are  emptied  very 
regularly,  as  evidenced  by  the  number  of  complaints  received,  as 
shown  in  the  following  Table  : —

Since  the  completion  of  the  sewering  of  the  district,  15 
house  drains  have  been  connected  with  the  sewer.  The  drains 
from  these  houses  previously  discharged  into  cesspools  or 
water-courses. 

The  water-test  is  applied  to  all  new  drains. 

Fifty -seven  water-closets  and  the  same  number  of  dustbins 
have  been  substituted  for  privies  and  middens. 


Slaughter-Houses. 

No  additional  licenses  have  been  granted.  There  are  five 
licensed  in  the  district,  three  in  Flixton,  two  in  Clifton. 
Ninety-one  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  premises.  They  are 


kept  in  a fairly  good  condition.  No  diseased  or  unsound  meat 
has  been  found.

Seventy-two  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  premises. 
In  several  instances  it  was  found  necessary  to  draw  the  occupier’s 
attention  to  the  want  of  lime-washing  and  cleansing.  A number 
of  cowsheds  are  not  in  a satisfactory  state.  The  more  modern 
regulations  adopted  by  the  Council,  which  came  into  force  on 
January  1st,  1913,  will  greatly  assist  in  requiring  these  to  be 
put  in  a much  better  condition. 

Infectious  Diseases.

,,  Poor-Law  Regulations  2 
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Fifteen  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  removed  to  Hospital 
during  the  year.  Of  these,  12  were  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever, 
2 from  Diphtheria,  and  1 from  Enteric  Fever. 

Bedding  from  38  houses  have  been  disinfected  at  Mode 
Wheel  Disinfecting  Station.  Thirty-nine  houses  have  been 
fumigated. 

The  free  distribution  of  Disinfectants  from  convenient 
centres  in  each  Township  still  continues,  a reasonable  quantity 
being  used. 

Hackney  Carriages. 

Two  Hackney  Carriages  and  two  Drivers’  Licenses  have 
been  renewed  in  Flixton. 

In  Davyhulme,  two  Taxi-cabs  and  one  Drivers’  Licence 
were  issued. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  in  connection  with  these. 

Petroleum  Acts. 

Eight  Licenses  for  storage  under  the  above  Acts  were 

granted,  as  follows  : —

Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  premises,  but  no 
infringement  of  the  regidations  were  discovered. 


Public  Lighting. 

In  Davyhulme,  11  new  lanterns,  with  inverted  burners, 
have  been  provided  in  Barton  Eoad  from  tlie  Canal  Bridge  to 
Piedclyffe  Road,  and  is  a great  improvement  in  the  lighting  of 
this  portion  of  the  district. 

Automatic  controllers  have  been  fitted  to  each  of  the  large 
lamps  at  Crofts  Bank. 

In  Flixton,  four  additional  lamps  were  erected — one,  Balfour 
Road;  one.  Gales  Brow;  one,  Albert  Grove  and  tlie  Bents 
Avenue. 
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In  Clifton,  no  additions  or  renewals  have  taken  place.  The 
Council  decided  to  light  Manchester  Eoad  at  various  points 
throughout  the  night,  and  eight  automatic  controllers  were 
obtained  for  this  purpose. 

No  alterations  have  taken  place  in  Barton  Moss. 

The  whole  of  the  lamps  in  your  district  were  painted 
during  the  year.
